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preservation and publication of ancient manuscripts and pursuance of 
researches in Sanskrit and Indian History, was also placed under the 
charge of Shri Vishva Bandhu as its Director. Since then, both, the 
Institute and the said Department, have been working, practically, as one 
unified institution. 

Dislocation— The work of the Institute was constantly gaining in 
momentum and expanding in scope* But this progress was checked by 
the catastrophe which it experienced at the time of the Partition of the 
country in 1947. It had to leave Lahore. The Pakistan Government 
most unjustly imposed a ban which forbade any removal from Lahore 
of the Research Library, Manuscripts and Academic-cum-Administrative 
Records of the Institute. In the face of the said official ban and the 
total absence of private traffic facilities, it seemed impossible to remove 
from Lahore and thereby save for Bharat the aforesaid most invaluable 
and irreplaceable assets. At the same time, it was fully realised that 
without these, it would be equally impossible to restart the work of the 
Institute anywhere else. This created a most difficult and baffling 
situation, indeed. 

Rehabilitation— But, at this critical juncture, when our said 
national property was in danger of being devoured by the wild forces 
of destruction generated by the Partition, a veritable miracle was 
wrought. The most devoted and courageous workers of the Institute 
smilingly came forward and staked their everything in making an all-out, 
dare-devil effort to salvage the records and the library. In the midst 
of vandalic massacre that was being perpetrated all around, they stayed 
on in Lahore for about six months, pursuing, undeterred and unnoticed, 
the task of packing up the aforesaid goods. And, ultimately, they 
succeeded, who knows how, in extracting, piece by piece, the said materials, 
about 4000 maunds of load, out of those veritable jaws of usurpation and 
destruction. It was in spite of such trying and troublous circumstances that 
the Institute triumphed over the situation and saved itself intact. The 
work was started from November 2, 1947 at Hoshiarpur in the private 
premises, owned by Shri Dhani Ram Bhalla and, popularly, known as 
SADHU ASHRAM. Shri Bhalla ji passed away, suddenly, in 1950 
without having been able to donate, formally, as he wanted to do, this 
property to the Institute. This was however subsequently done in 1956 
by his dutiful wife and sons. And, thus, by effecting its perfect rehabili- 
tation soon after its forced shelter-seeking at a new place, it, indeed, 
gave an indication of its lasting potentiality and, in a way, a fore-glimpse 
of its future many-sided development. 

Extension— In 1957 the Panjab University created, at the Institute, 
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its Department of Manuscript Transcription and Research, which has 
since been working, regularly. The Institute also extended in 1959 its 
academic activity to Chandigarh by setting up a Sub-Office there towards 
pursuance and development of the Linguistic and Allied Studies under 
the guidance of the veteran linguistician, Dr. Siddheshwar Varma who 
lives there. 

Academic Departments -As many as 12 academic departments 
are being run at present. The scholarly work turned out by these 
departments on the sides of (i) Vedic literature and lexicography, 
(ii) linguistic and allied sciences, (iii) critical text-editing, (iv) history, 
(v) philosophy and religion, (vi) bibliography and general Indological 
research and (vii) cultural and general publication in Sanskrit, Hindi, 
Panjabi and English has since long been recognized at the national and 
the international levels. 

As a Translating Agency appointed by the Government of India, 
it translates important University-level works in English into Hindi and, 
also, on its own behalf, it carries on a number of other translation 
projects. 

The popular literature which the Institute brings out in Sanskrit, 
Hindi, Panjabi and English, based on Indological researches and general 
studies, aims at propagating the quintessence of the ancient and the 
modern wisdom of mankind towards development of an emotionally 
integrated and, therefore, balanced and harmonised human personality, 
being sine qua non to the establishment of national harmony and inter- 
national peace. 

The Vishva Satsanga (Universal Congregation) Department of the 
Institute holds weekly satsangas, regularly, throughout the year, 

devoting good many of these sittings to celebrating the Days 

associated with the sacred names of the universal teachers and 
benefactors of all times and climes. Moreover, it, occasionally, 

organises camps for the guidance of those interested in Yogic 
self-culture. 

Library— The Institute’s library is recognised by the Sahitya 
Akademi and the UNESCO. By virtue of its present holding of 
50,000 printed books and papers and about 10,000 ancient 
manuscripts, it is the largest Indological Reference Unit in N.- W. 
India, to which teachers and researchers resort from different places 
for refreshing their knowledge and doing research work. The 

Reading Room attached to it is regularly provided with 200 odd 
papers and periodicals, 
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Sanskrit and Hindi College -On the educational side, the Institute 
has been conducting the M. A., the Acharya and the Shastri Classes 
in Sanskrit and the Ratna, the Bhushan and the Prabhakar Classes 
in Hindi, in affiliation with the Panjab University which also 
recognises it as a Centre for the preparation of Doctoral 
Dissertations. 

Journals —The Institute runs four periodicals, namely* (1) the 
cultural Hindi monthly, VISHVA JYOTI, which is in its 14th year, 

(2) the bi-annual English research organ, VISHVESHVARANAND 
INDOLOGICAL JOURNAL, which has completed its 3rd year, 

(3) the Sanskrit quarterly, VISHVA SAMSKRTAM, which has 
entered its 3rd year and (4) the English bi-annual, V. V. R. Institute 
NEWS BULLETIN which has completed its 1st year. 

Publications— So far the Institute has published 370 books and 
papers, in different serials, on Indological research and cultural 
subjects in Sanskrit, Hindi, Panjabi and English. By virtue of its 
volume as well as standard, the publication work of the Institute is 
recognised and looked upon with esteem, far and wide. 

Press— The V. V. R. I. Press, which the Institute has 
been running on commercial lines since 1938, is a veritable boon not only 
to the Institute in that it attends to its constant and voluminous 
work, so effectively, but, also, to nearly 60 other educational 
institutions, including some Universities, to whose regular 
assignments it caters to their satisfaction. 

Book Agency— The Sales Department of the Institute, known 
as the Vishveshvaranand Book Agency, arranges distribution of all 
the priced publications of the Institute. It also meets its customers' 
demands for the supply of various types of outside publications. 

Staff —The Staff, manning the different departments, numbers 
about 200, all told. 

Budget— The present accumulative Annual Budget of the 
Institute approximates to Rs. 19 lakhs. 

Accounts — The accounts are checked, from day to day, by the 
Internal Auditor and, annually, by the Chartered Accountants as well as 
the . Government Auditors and are published alongwith the Annual 
Report. 

Donations and Income-Tax— All donations to the Institute, ranging 
from Rs. 250 upwards during any one year, are exempt from the levy of 
Income Tax* 
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Patronage— The Institute enjoys an All-India status and is assisted, 
financially, by the Government of India, the State Governments, the 
University Grants Commission, the Panjab and other Universities, Local 
Bodies and Learned and Charitable Trusts, besides Individual Donors. 

Management— The Institute is run by the V. V. R. I; Society which 
is registered under the Charitable Societies Act XXI of 1860. The Society 
is secular in its character and non-denominational and independent in its 
constitution. Unaffiliated to any religious sect or political party, it has 
about 3,000 Constituent Members, including about 600 Life Members, 
enrolled on cosmopolitan basis, without any distinction of caste, creed, 
colour or country. 

The affairs of the Institute are managed and its funds administered 
by its 22-Member Executive Board with an Ex-Chief Justice of India at 
its head (Please see Title Page 2 for the names). 

Integration with the Panjab University— In 1957 the Panjab 
University decided that its Sanskrit Department should be run, conjointly, 
with the Institute at Hoshiarpur. Some how the University could not 
then implement that decision. However, at its suggestion, 
the Institute started its own Post-Graduate Sanskrit Teaching 
Department towards which the University conferred upon 
the Institute the status of an Affiliated College. From 1959 the 
Kurukshetra University very much desired that even though the Institute 
might remain at Hoshiarpur, as it insisted that it must, it should become 
a part of the said University, On account of a legal difficulty that could 
not be overcome, the continuous efforts of that University in this behalf, 
however, did not succeed. In the beginning of 1965, the Panjab University 
made a similar proposal, namely, that the Institute while continuing to 
stay at Hoshiarpur should integrate itself with that University and that 
the said University should be responsible for the financial arrangement 
towards the maintenance and development of the Institute. This proposal 
was finally accepted by the Institute on 25-4-1965 and formally sanctioned 
by the University on 30-6-1965 to become effective from 1-7-1965. 

Two Institutes— Pursuant to the above decision, the activities of the 
different departments of the Institute have now been spread over two 
distinct Institutes, working conjointly and in unison, on the same premises. 
The (Departments of (1) Cultural Literature and Other Activities, 
(2) Translation, (3) Hindi, (4) Printing, (5) Publication and (6) Sales 
continue to function as before as the V. V. R; Institute under the control 
of the V. V. R. Institute Society. The Traditional Sanskrit Teaching 
also continues to be conducted by the V. V. R. Institute and the Univer- 
sity is helping this activity towards strengthening the staff and providing 
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the matching share as needed for the grants. The various Research 
Departments, the Post-Graduate Teaching Department and the Library 
Department have been taken over by the University and are now 
functioning under the name of “Vishveshvaranand Institute of Sanskrit 
and Indological Studies." Under the overall control of the Syndicate and 
the Senate, its affairs are being managed by a special Board of Control 
consisting of eight members- The Vice-Chancellor is the ex-officio Chair- 
man and the Director an ex-officio member and the Convener of this 
Board. Out of the remaining six members three have been nominated 
by the University and an equal number by the V- V. R. I. Society. The 
University has nominated Prof. D. C. Sharma, M. P., Prof. Pritam Singh 
and Principal Prem Chand Markanda as its first representatives on the 
said Board and Dr. Mehr Chand Mahajan, Ex-Chief Justice of India, 
Diwan Anand Kumar, Ex-Vice Chancellor of Panjab University and 
Dr. G. L. Datta, Ex-Vice Chancellor of Vikram University are the first 
nominees of the V. V. R. I. Society and out of them Dr. Mahajan is the 
first Statutory Vice Chairman of the Board. Dr. Vishva Bandhu, the 
present Honorary Life-Director of the V. V. R Institute is the Honorary 
Life-Director of the new Institute also. 

By virtue of the above consummation under which the Vishveshvara. 
nand Institute has become a part and parcel of the Panjab University, it 
may be said to have attained to the status of the University* At the same 
time, its distinct individuality and autonomy have been preserved, practi- 
cally, intact. This arrangement should certainly stabilize its future and 
ensure its further development. Now it can be said with greater con- 
fidence that it will not only be able to maintain its existence but 
also to grow from strength to strength towards reaching its full stature. 

A detailed report on the departmental activities of the V. V. R. 
Institute during the year 1964-65 is given in the following pages. 
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• 2. SOCIETY 


1. Membership 

During the year under report 93 new Members, including 9 Life 
Members, were registered for the V. V. R. Institute Society and 39 Annual 
Members compounded for their Life Membership of the Society. At the 
end of the year, the total strength of Membership was 3109, including 563 
Life Members. 

2* The Annual Meeting 

(a) The Annual Meeting of the Society was held on 2-8-1964, 
under the Chairmanship of Prof. Gyan Chand Bhatia. It was attended 
by 61 Members of the Society and 30 other friends (Please see Appendix III 
for the names). 

(b) (i) The meeting passed a condolence resolution on the sad 
demise of the first Prime Minister of India, the late lamented 
Pt. Jawahar Lai Nehru. The Director of the Institute, 
Acharya Vishva Bandhu, who spoke on this occasion, referred 
in glowing terms to the all-sided greatness of the departed 
leader and said that by his death the world had lost its 
foremost peace-lover and India its most devoted son. 

(ii) The Meeting also passed another condolence resolution on 
the sad demise, during the year under report, of the follow- 
ing esteemed Members of the Society : —

(d) As forwarded by the Executive Board, the audited Statement 
of Income and Expenditure for the year 1963-64 and the Balance Sheet as 
on 12-4-1964 were passed and permitted to be published. 

(e) The Budget for the year 1964-65 as passed by the Executive 
Board was confirmed. 

(f) The 61st Annual Report as submitted by the Executive Board 
was adopted and permitted to be published. 

(g) The following resolutions of the Executive Board were 

noted 

(i) Resolution No. 26 dated 30-9-1963 sanctioning the publica- 
tion of a cultural Sanskrit Quartely, entitled ‘Vishva 
Samskrtam*. 

(ii) Resolution No. 2 dated 1-1-1964 accepting the presentation 
of the Library of the late Sardar Umrao Singh Shergil 
Majithia and thanking his daughter, Shrimati Indira Sundaram 
who had donated it to the Institute. 

(h) Prof. Diwan Chand Sharma, Shri Suraj Bhan and Principal 
Ram Das were re-eleeted Members of the Executive Board for the next 
three years (V. S. 2021-23) and Shri Roshan Lai Kuthiala was elected 
Member of the Executive Board for this period, 

(i) With the permission of the Chair, Principal Rala Ram 
(Hoshiarpur) and Prof. Sthanu Datt (Kurukshetra) made short speeches, 
appreciating the many-sided and ever progressive activities of the 
Institute. 

(j) In his presidential remarks the Chairman, likewise, alluded 
to the progress made by the Institute and appealed for full support being 
extended to it by one and all towards furtherance of its mission. 

(k) Principal Ram Das proposed a vote of thanks to the Chair 
and thereafter the meeting came to a close. 


• 3. THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 

7 Meetings of the Executive Board were held during the year and 
170 business items in all were disposed of therein. Six of these meetings 
were held at the Head-quarters at Hoshiarpur, and the 7th meeting being 
the Annual Budget Meeting was held at New Delhi on 8-4-1965. 

The last meeting was attended by (1) Dr. Mehr Chand Mahajan 
(President), (2) R. B. Durga Das, (3) Dr. G. C. Narang, (4) Diwan 
Anand Kumar (Vice-President). (5) Diwan Hari Krishna Das (Secretary), 
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(6) Dr. G. L; Datta, Cl) Shri Suraj Bhan, (8) Dr. A. C, Joshi, (9) Dr. 
Prem Nath and (10) Acharya Vishva Bandhu (Joint Secretary and 
Director). Shri Diwan Chand, Deputy Director (Admn.) was also present. 

The Budget Estimates for 1965-66 were considered and passed in this 
meeting which could envisage an income of Rs. 14'48 lakhs only to cover 
an expenditure of Rs. 18’98 lakhs. 

This meeting also considered the proposal of the Panjab University 
offering to integrate the V. V. R. Institute with itself and make it the 
main Centre of the University for the development of Sanskrit and 
Indological studies and to take up, in this behalf, the responsibility of 
teaching, research, publication of research works and journals and 
maintenance of the Library, and, also, to absorb the present staff 
concerned with these activities and resolved to recommend to the 
V. V. R. I. Society to accept the offer of the University. (Please see 
Appendix IV for the Terms offered by the Panjab University). 

To enable the Society to accept the said offer of the Panjab 
University, the Executive Board passed a resolution recommending to the 
Society to amend the Constitution of the latter by adding the following 
words at the end of its Clause 4 (f) which enjoins, inter alia, on the 
Society ‘to do all such other things as are incidental to, or as the Society 
may think conducive to, the attainment of the above objects or any 
of them : 

“Including transfer, wholly or in part, of any of its departments or 
activities by merger, integration, association or arrangement of any type 
with a University or with any institution having similar objects."* 

• 4. THE WORKING OF THE INSTITUTE 

1. Staff-During the year under report, altogether, 179 persons 
served on the staff, including 65 hands working in the Printing Department. 
The number was 158 on the opening day and 161 on the closing day. 

2. Committees —As usual, different Staff Committees assisted the 
Director and the Departmental Heads in carrying on the day-to-day 
work-programmes of the departments. 

3. Chandigarh Sub-Office— Dr. Siddheshwar Varma continued to 
carry on his linguistic and allied studies as well as to extend the benefit

of his guidance, personally or through correspondence, to a number of 
research scholars, both Indian and foreign. 

4. Corresponding Members— In academic matters, the Institute 
continued tc receive, as before, the benefit of consultation and guidance 
at the hands of its Corresponding Members (Please see Title Page 3 for the 
names). 

5. Advisory Boards— The two Advisory Boards already set up 
towards having the benefit of consultation with their learned Members in 
the conduct of the Vishveshvaranand Indological Journal and the Sanskrit 
quarterly, Vishva Samskrtam continued to be very helpful in their 
respective spheres. As required by the Government of India, another 
Advisory Board was set up towards the Government-sponsored project of 
Hindi Sahitya Sariyn (Bibliography of Hindi Literature) being conducted 
under its guidance. This Board met at the Institute on October 30, 
1964 and made suggestions towards making the Sdrini more exhaustive 
and more systematic (Please see Appendix V for the names of the Members 
of these Boards). 


• 5. ACADEMIC ORGANIZATION 

1. The Departments — The following 12 academic departments 
pursued their respective work-programmes, regularly, during the year 
under report : — 

(i) Swami Nityanand Vedic Lexicographical Research 

Department -This department is the nucleus around which 
different departments of the Institute have gradually sprung 
up in the course of the past six decades and more. It 
commemorates the sacred name of Swami Nityanand 
(1850-1914). Both, he and the late Swami Vishveshvaranand 
( 1850-1925), were the worthy co-progenitors of the 
Institute. 

(ii) Dr. Siddheshwar Varma Linguistic and Allied Sciences 
Department— The work of this department, which was started 
in honour of Dr. Siddheshwar Varma, the doyen of linguisti- 
cians in India, is being carried on, jointly, by the sub-office 
at Chandigarh and the main office at Hoshiarpur. 

(iii) Mahatma Hansraj Manuscript Editing Department— This 

department, to which is attached the noble name of the late 
Mahatma Hansraj (1864-1938) who, first of all in modern 
Panjab, recognised the importance of collecting, preserving 
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and editing ancient manuscripts, works, conjointly, with 
(a) the D. A. V. College Research Department and (b) the 
Panjab University Department of Manuscript Transcription 
and Research. 

(iv) The General Indological Research Department— This 
department sponsors various bibliographical and other 
research programmes of general nature and, also, conducts the 
Vishveshvaranand Indological Journal and the V. V. R. I. News 
Bulletin, both being s.’x-monthly organs of the Institute. 

(v) Hindi Research Department— This department aims at 
instituting studies and researches in the entire field of Hindi 
language and literature. 

(vi) Swami Sarvadanand Cultural Literature Department— This 
department was started in 1950 to honour the ever inspiring 
memory of the late Swami Sarvadanand (1859-1942) who was a 
saint in the true sense of the term and a Founder Trustee and 
Executive Member of the Institute. Besides producing 
cultural works of general interest in Sanskrit, Hindi, Panjabi, 
English, it brings out Vishva Jyoti and Vishva Samskrtam being 
the Hindi monthly and Sanskrit quarterly organs of the 
Institute. 

(vii) The Translation Department— This department carries on, 
in general, the work of translation from Sanskrit, English and 
other languages into Hindi and, in particular, that of the 
translation of standard University-level works from English into 
Hindi which the Government of India assigns to the Institute 
as their Translating Agency for this purpose. 

(viii) The Publication Department— This department acts as the 
liaison between the Academic Departments on the one hand 
and the Printing Department on the other and controls the 
entire publication programme of the Institute. 

(ix) The Teaching and Research Guidance Department— This 
department is running M. A., Acharya and Shastri Classes in 
Sanskrit and Ratna, Bhushan and Prabhakar Classes in 
Hindi and imparts research training to post-Shastri, post- 
Acharya, post-graduate and post-Mastet students. 

(x) The Library Department -This department runs the 
Reference Library and the Reading Room of the Institute. 
The Library consists of 9 collections, namely, (1) Brahmachari 



Nityanand Collection from Shantakuti, Simla* (2) Shri 
Lalchand Memorial Library from Lahore. (3) Shri Dhaniram 
Bhalla Collection as originally made at Sadhu Ashram, 
Hoshiarpur, (4) Dr Pairamall Collection from Amritsar. 

(5) Swami Nityanand Tirtha Collection from Lahore. 

(6) Swami Krishnanand Collection from Hardwar, (7) Sardar 
Umrao Singh Shergil Majitha Collection from Simla, 

(8) Prof. Krishna Kumar Collection from Kanpur and 

(9) Prof. Vidya Dhar Mahajan Collection from Hoshiarpur. 

(xi) The Association&l and Co-curricular Activities Depart- 

ment— This department controls and co-ordinates the work- 
programme of the academic and cultural societies sponsored 
by the Institute. 

(xii) The Universal Congregation (Vishva-Satsanga) Depart- 
ment— This department organizes Weekly Congregations 
which aim at character-building on rational and humanistic 
basis and at inculcating a spirit of universal brotherhood, and 
celebrates anniversaries of great men of all times and all 
climes as an important means towards that end. 

2. The Staff— The work of the aforesaid 12 academic departments 
was carried on by 63 strong staff (Please see Appendix VI for the names). 

• 6. SWAMI NITYANAND VEDIC LEXICOGRAPHICAL 

RESEARCH DEPARTMENT 

1. The Vedic Lexicographical Project on which this department has 
been working since its inception (1903) comprises (i) the Vedic Word 
Concordance, (ii) the Vedic Grammatical Word Indices, and (iii) the 
Dictionary of Vedic Interpretation. It was pursued in right earnest and 
made due progress. The Director-Editor of these works was assisted by a 
25-strong team of seasoned scholars headed by Prof. Bhim Dev 
Shastri. 

2. The Vedic Word-Concordance — 

(a) Editing : 

(i) 400-page material of the Section II (Brahmapas) towards 
its new enlarged edition passed through the middle stage, 
and 350-page material of the same passed through the 
final stage. 

(ii) Documentation of 750-page material for Section V, fasc. I 
(Consolidated Index) being issued as the 15th Volume 



passed through the middle stage, and 878-page material 
of the same passed through the final stage. 

(iii) Documentation of 300-page material for Section V, fasc. II 
(Reverse Index) passed through the middle stage, and 
350-page material of the same passed through the final 
stage. 

(b) Printing and Publication - 

(i) 817-878 pp. of Section V, fasc. I were printed and this 
fasciculus was published as the Volume 15. 

(ii) 1-480 pp of Section V, fasc. II were printed. 

3. Vedic Grammatical Word Indices —Out of the six Volumes 
of these indices, five volumes have already been completed and issued. 
The last one being the Grammatical Word Index to the Upanishads was 
undertaken and 120 pp. of the same were printed during the year under 
report. 

4. The Vedic Dictionary Project— During the year under report, 
the methodology to be followed in the Vedic Dictionary Project which, 
having been in abeyance over a decade, had been resumed as from 
January, 1963 was revised and drawn up afresh. The Dictionary as now 
planned was intended to be an encyclopaedic work which would cover the 
entire range of the Vedic literature and contain, alongwith the Editors 
own contribution, a complete and critically assessed record of all inter- 
pretations given by previous scholars. In pursuance of it, the Editor 
addressed himself in collaboration with the senior members of the staff to 
the task of preparing a Specimen of the projected Dictionary of Vedic 
Interpretation. This Specimen, comprising the treatment of the word 
aryiSa was prepared, printed and published and submitted to the Govern- 
ment of India, Ministry of Education. Copies of the Specimen were also 
sent to a number of Vedic philologists in India and abroad inviting them 
to examine and express their views on the Method followed in and the 
contents of the Specimen . 

5. Br&hmanic Citations (Br&hmai?oddhfira-Ko$a)— 

The 40,000 citations of linguistic, philosophical, ritualistic and general 
scientific and socio-cultural importance! culled from the Brahma pa section 
of the Vedic literature, which had been collected by the end of the last 
year, were finally checked. Thereafter, 700-page material of this work was 
passed on,to the press and pages 1-168 were printed during the year under 

report. 



• 7. DR. SIDDHESHWAR VARMA LINGUISTIC AND 

ALLIED SCIENCES DEPARTMENT 


The work in the following spheres was continued in the 
Department :— 

1. Ancient Phonetic Terminology— Substantial progress was made 
in the basic work for the preparation of the Annotated Phonetic Termino- 
logy of Ancient India , undertaken by Dr. Siddheshwar Varma. 440 terms 
from the Rh -pratifahhya were further studied and annotated upon, 
bringing the total number of the terms thus disposed of to 1437. 

2. Summary of Grierson's Linguistic Survey of India— The 

editorial revision of the first draft of Dr. Varma’s Summary of Grierson’s 
10,000 page Linguistic Survey of India was taken up and it made some 
progress. 

3. Philological Extracts— The preparation of the typescript of Dr. 
Varma’s extensive compilation of extracts from standard works on 
philology was continued. The number of typed pages stood at 502 by 
the end of the year. 

4. Comparative Dictionary of N-W. Himalayan Dialects— The 

work of consolidating the materials which had been compiled for this 
Dictionary was started. The 21 Pahari and 7 Kashmiri dialects included 
in the Dictionary were put together into three groups, namely, the Group 
(A) comprising six main Pahari dialects, Bhadarwahl, KhasI, KhaSI, KhaSall, 
Bhalesi and Padarl and 10 minor Pahari dialects dealt with, together ; 
the Group (B) comprising the 6 dialects of Kashmiri language ; and the 
Group (C) comprising 5 dialects of Kangra District. Glossaries of the 
Groups (B) and (C), Kashmiri and Kangra dialects, had already been 
consolidated. Their order and meanings were taken up for being 
checked up towards making the treatment uniform. The six separate 
glossaries, which/ too, had already been prepared to include all the 16 
dialects of the Group (A) were taken up for being consolidated into a 
single glossary. For this purpose, the work of preparing the cards and 
arranging them in alphabetical order was undertaken. About 20,000 
cards were prepared and arranged in alphabetical order, completing the 
Group (A) Glossary of the words beginning with the Roman letters from 
V to *d\ including the phonetic variations of both these letters. 

5. Comparative Proto-linguistic Dictionary— During the year 
under report, comparative basic data in respect of 11,426 words were 
registered for the “Comparative Proto-linguistic Dictionary of Indo- 



Aryan languages’ 1 , as under personal pursuance of the Director. The 
total number of words thus recorded stood at 1,29,661 at the end of the 
year. 

• 8. MAHATMA HANSRAJ MANUSCRIPT 
EDITING DEPARTMENT 

The following work was accomplished by this department during 
the year under review 

1. Collection and Preservation of Manuscripts— 54 manuscripts 
were added to the previous corpus of 9067, making a total of 9,121. As 
in the past years, regular service for airing and dusting of the library and 
oiling of the South Indian palm-leaf manuscripts was carried on and 
preservatives and insecticides were also used. 6 manuscripts were issued 
on loan to outside institutions. 

2. Cataloguing of Manuscripts- Descriptive cards were prepared 
in respect of the manuscripts which were acquired subsequent to the 
publication of the Manuscript Catalogue in two parts in March, 1959. 
These cards will in due course be incorporatad in the additional volume 
contemplated to be issued as a supplement to the aforesaid Catalogue. 

3. Transcription— The following manuscripts written in South- 
Indian and other scripts were transcribed into Devanagarl script to the 
extent as indicated opposite each title in granthas of 32 syllables each, 
during the year under report

8. Outside Assignment'— The printing was completed of the text 
(c8I pages) of the Veda-Sastra-Safigraha (Anthology of Vedas and 
Sastras) which the Director had undertaken to compile, edit and bring 
out, with the help of this department, on behalf of Sahitya Akademi 
(National Academy of Letters). 

• 9. THE GENERAL INDOLOGICAL RESEARCH 

DEPARTMENT 

This department attended to the following work-programmes during 
the year 

(a) Training in Research Methodology — Training was regularly 
imparted to post-Shastri, post-Acharya. post-Graduate and post-Master 
research scholars in regard to the techniques of collaborative research 
work including (1) the copying, (2) the transcribing, (3) the checking and 
(4) the collating of manuscripts, (5) card-recording, (6) indexing, (7) con- 
cording of lexicographical, bibliographical and digestible textual data, 
(8) cataloguing and checking of original manuscripts, (9) editing and 
(10) press-processing. 

(b) Research Guidance— 12 regular and casual scholars working 
at the Institute or at different University Centres received guidance and 
advice in their research work from the Director, Prof. Bhim Dev Shastri, 
Prof. K. V. Sarma, Shri S. Bhaskaran Nair and Shri Pitambar Datta Shastri 
at the headquarters and from Dr. Siddheshwar Varma at the Chandigarh 
Sub-office. Besides this, adequate reference and library facilities were 
made available to them at the Institute Library. 

(c) Bibliography— 5,238 new bibliographical cards of recent 
Indological publications were prepared for the cumulative Indological 



Bibliography maintained by the Institute, raising the total number of the 
cards to 48.055. Besides this, about 4000 cards of books not available in 
the Institute Library were prepared for use in the purchase of those 
books. 

(d) Bibliography of lndological Dissertations —This Biblio- 
graphy which was undertaken during the previous year to serve as a 
source of ready reference to the topics on which reseach has been done or 
is being done at various centres, was continued to be prepared. About 
100 cards were added during the year raising the total number to 225. 

(e) Works Published— During the year under report the under- 
mentioned works were issued: —

(2) Outline of Indian History by Principal Sri Ram Sharma. 

(f) Vishveshvaranand lndological Journal— This half-yearly 
research organ which the Institute is publishing from 1963, issued its two 
numbers during the year, Vol. II Pt. ii in September, 1964 and Vol. Ill, 
Pt. i in March, 1965. The Journal maintained its standard and was ac- 
claimed in high terms by scholars, both foreign and Indian. 

The five numbers issued so far contain (i) 84 Research Papers, (ii) 4 
Critical Editions, (iii) 16 Obituary Notices, (iv) 70 Literary Reviews, (v) A 
Specimen of the Dictionary of Vedic Interpretation, and (vi) 230 items of 
lndological News and Notes.

•14. THE TEACHING AND RESEARCH GUIDANCE 

DEPARTMENT 

(a) Affiliation and Recognition-The Institute, which is affiliated 
to the Panjab University (Chandigarh) for M. A. Shastri and Acharya 
Examinations in Sanskrit and Modern Indian Languages Examinations, 
i.e., Ratna. Bhushan and Prabhakar in Hindi, runs regular classes 
for ail these examinations. It is also recognised by that University as a 
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Research Centre for preparation of Doctoral Theses and provides 
necessary facilities of guidance and Reference Library to research 
scholars who might come here for the preparation of their dissertations. 

(b) Future Plan — It is proposed to make in due course proper 
arrangements for Post-Graduate teaching and research in many other 
allied subjects like Philology. cum-Linguistics, Religion, Philosophy, 
Psychology, Anthropology, and Ancient Indian History and Culture 
including Archaeology and Numismatics, and also for learning a number 
of North-Indian, South-Indian as well as Foreign Languages. 

(c) Admission— During the year under report, 3 students were 
admitted to M. A. Parti Class and 13 students joined M. A. Part II 
Class. 5 students were admitted to the Acharya Part I Class in Sahitya 
and 3 students joined the Acharya Part II Class in Vyakarana. 8 students 
were admitted to the Shastri Part I Class. 5 students were admitted to the 
Hindi Ratna Class and 6 students joined the Hindi Prabhakar Class. 
Thus, in all, 53 students were enrolled 

(d) Results— This year, too, the University Examination Results 
of our M. A- Part I and Part II were cent per cent. All the students of 
M. A. Part II were placed in the First Division. Out of the four students 
of the Acharya Part I, two were declared successful. In the Acharya 
Part II examination, 2 students appeared and both of them passed with 
distinction. 6 students out of the 9 were declared successful in the 
Shastri Part I examination. In Shastri Part II examination, 5 students 
appeared and four were declared successful. In Bhushan (Hindi) 
Examination, 3 students appeared and all of them passed. 

(e) Trophies and Prizes— During the year under report, our 
students won the following Trophies and Prizes :~ 

(i) The Running Trophy was won by our team in the Hindi 
Debate sponsored by the Government College, Hoshiarpur. 

(ii) The Running Trophy was won by our team for the third 
successive year in the Declamation Contest held at the 
D. A. V. College (Girls Section), Hoshiarpur. 

(iii) A Gold Medal was awarded to Shri Chandra Prakash Arya 
(M. A. Part II) by the Punjab University for securing the 
first position in the University in the Dr. Hazari Pra.sad 
Dwivedi Essay Contest on “Emotional Integration of the 
Country”. 

(iv) The First Prize was awarded to Shri Ved Prakash (Sahitya- 



acharya Part I) at the Hindi Debate held at the Government 
College, Hoshiarpur. 

(v) The First Prize was awarded to Shri Vinaya Kumar Sharma 
(M. A. Part II) at the Hindi Declamation Contest held at 
the D. A. V. College (Girls Section), Hoshiarpur. 

(f) Stipends and Scholarships —During the year under report, the 
Institute provided 2 Scholarships of Rs. 25 p.m. each including the 
Rupchand Tejkaur Jerath Memorial Scholarship, one refundable 
scholarship of Rs. 20 p.m; and 9 stipends of Rs. 15 p.m. each and 
one stipend of Rs. 10 p.m. to the students of M.A. classes. It also 
awarded one stipend of Rs. 35 p.m, and 17 stipends of Rs. 50 p.m each 
to the students of the Shastri Classes and 6 stipends of Rs. 60 p.m. each 
to the students of the Acharya Classes. 3 stipends of Rs. 3 p.m. each and 
3 stipends of Rs. 5 p.m. each were given to the students of fhe Hindi 
Ratna and Prabhakar Classes, respectively, to help them meet their fees. 
Besides, 7 scholarships of Rs. 30 p.m. each were given to such students 
of M. A. (Sanskrit) Part II as devoted, daily, two hours each, to 
receiving training in research In this way, 50 scholarships of the total 
value of Rs. 1,694 p.m. were awarded during the year under report. 

• 15. LIBRARY DEPARTMENT 

1. During the year under report, about two dozen external college 
lecturers and other scholars came on short-term study-visits to this 
department. 

2. The department attended to the following work -items during 
the year 

(a) Accession : 4,613 printed volumes of the value of Rs. 28,013-30 
were added to and 62 old manuscripts were acquired for the Library. 

(b) Binding : 1,108 printed volumes and 76 manuscripts were got 
bound and 667 old bindings repaired. 

(c) Out-loan : 19 printed volumes and manuscripts were issued to 
outside institutions 

(d) Borrowings : 28 printed volumes and manuscripts were 
borrowed from other institutions. 

(e) Classified Cards : 10,738 cards ware prepared from 3,245 

books. 

3. Reading Room — 305 papers and periodicals including specimens, 
both Indian and foreign were furnished to the Reading Room. 

. 4. Hindi Section— 3,648 volumes were added during the year under 
report to the Hindi Section of the Library. 

5. Special Presentation— The Government of India was pleased 
to present 64 valuable Sanskrit books to the Institute. 
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• 16. THE ACADEMIC AND CULTURAL ASSOCIATIONAL 

ACTIVITIES DEPARTMENT 

1. Independence Day —The Independence Day was observed on 
the 15th August, 1964. Acharya Vishva Bandhu, who hoisted the 
National Flag explained the importance of the Day and stressed that for 
the maintenance of the hard -won freedom of our Motherland every Indian, 
in whatever sphere he might be working, should discharge his duty to 
the best of his ability and energy. 

2. Annual Day — The 61st Anniversary of the Institute was 
celebrated on the 31st October and the 1st November, 1964, as follows : 

(a) The Main Function -The main function was held on the 
1st November in the afternoon. Earlier in the forenoon, the Union 
Deputy Education Minister, Shri Bhakt Darshan, who presided over the 
function, went round the different departments of the Institute and 
inspected the exhibition of the projects, research and cultural, as 
accomplished and as in progress. He evinced keen interest in the 
activities of the Institute and in his Presidential Address, which he 
delivered at the main function, he gave hearty expression to his feeling 
of appreciation of what he had seen in the forenoon. He remarked that the 
gigantic Bhakra Dam, which he visited the same morning, and the Institute, 
which was doing very significant work in the field of Indology and our 
ancient culture, were symbolic of the Country's progress in the right and 
wholesome direction. He emphasized the need of popularising Sanskrit 
language and learning and said that the Government was ready to do all 
that it could for this cause. 

He formally released the Institute’s 50 publications covering, 
altogether, over 7,000 pages which had been issued during the course of 
the year. Amongst these were the Vedic Word Concordance, Vol. XV, 
?gveda Commentaries, 4 vols., Canakya-Niti-Text-Tradition, India and 
the World, and Rajatarahgini, Pt. I. 

Acharya Vishva Bandhu detailed the needs of the Institute and threw 
light on its future programme. Prof. K. A. S. Iyer, Ex-Vice-Chancellor 
of Lucknow University and Varanaseya Sanskrit University and Shri 
Vishva Priya Shastri, Chairman, Zilaparishad, Bharatpur (Rajasthan), an 
old pupil of the Director and an old worker of the Institute, also spoke on 
this occasion and paid glowing tributes to the work done by the Institute 
during the last six decades or more. 



The messages received on this occasion included those from the 
President, Dr. S. Radhakrishnan, the Prime Minister of India, Shri Lai 
Bahadur Shastri, the Union Railway Minister, Shri S. K. Patil, the Foreign 
Minister. Shri Swarn Singh, Hafiz Muhammad Ibrahim, Governor, 
Pan jab, Shri Harinder Singh; Revenue Minister, Panjab, Shri Rizk Ram, 
Irrigation and Power Minister, Panjab, Dr. Sir R. L. Turner, London, 
Dr. L. Renou, Paris, Dr. V. S. Agrawal, Varanasi, Dr. K; M. Munshi, 
Bombay, Dr. C. P. Ramaswami Iyer, Annamalai Nagar, Dr. Sir C. D. 
Deshmukh, Delhi and MM. D. V. Potdar, Poona. 

(b) Subsidiary Programme— A symposium on 'Basic Concepts 
of Indian Culture was held on 31-10-1964 under the Presidentship of 
Prof. K. A. S. Iyer. Prof. Charu Dev Shastri, Prof Jagannath Agrawal, Dr. 
Ram Gopal, Principal Bahadur Mai, Shri Sant Ram, B.A. and Shri Vishva 
Priya Shastri spoke on the subject. 

3. National Solidarity Day— The students and the members of the 
staff jointly celebrated the National Solidarity Day on the 20th October, 
1964. On this occasion, the Pledge which had been framed by the 
Citizens Central Council for this occasion was administered to all 
present. 

4. Republic Day — The Republic Day was celebrated on 26th 
January, 1965. Shri Durga Dass, Member of the Institute's Executive 
Board, hoisted the National Flag and made a speech suited to the occasion. 

5. The Annual Sports — The Inter-Department Annual Sports were 
held on 6-2-1965 (Basant Panchami). The winners and runners-up in 
different games were awarded suitable prizes. 

6. Hindi Declamation Contest — The Pan jab Government Hindi 
Department (Patiala) convened at the Institute on December 9, 1964, 
its Annual Contest, with Acharya Vishva Bandhu in the Chair. Nine 
teams from different places in the State competed and the Shield was won 
by the D. A. V. College, Amritsar. A poetic contest was also held on this 
occasion. 

7. Sanskrit Declamation Contest — An elocution contest in 
Sanskrit was held on February 19, 1965 with Prof. Charu Dev Shastri in 
the Chair. It was organised by the Students’ Association of the Institute 
and was open to Arts Colleges and Sanskrit Vidyalayas, affiliated to the 
Panjab University. Several teams ffom different places participated, in 
the contest. The running Trophy was won by the team of the local 
S. D. Sanskrit College. The First Prize and the Second Prize were awarded, 
respectively, to Shri Ved Prakash and Shri Yagya Datt of the Institue. 



The Third Prize was secured by Shri Ratnachand of the S. D. Sanskrit 
College, Hoshiarpur. The Special Prize for the best competitor among 
the girls was given to Kumari Lalita of the Institute. 

8. Lala Lajpat Rai Centenary and Sanskrit Poets’ Gathering— 

The Institute celebrated the Lala Lajpat Rai Centenary in a new but very 
becoming manner on 20-2-1965. A Sanskrit Poets' Gathering was arranged 
on this occasion and 15 Sanskrit Poets from Panjab and Delhi recited 
their original compositions on that great national hero. Dr. B. Ch. 
Chhabra, Joint Director- General of Archaeology, Government of India, 
himself a Sanskrit poet of standing, presided. Principal Chhabil Das, who 
as a Life Member of the Servants of the People Society of India, an Order 
founded by the late Lala Lajpat Rai, had been intimately associated with 
him, threw light on the d : fferent facets of the colossal personality of the 
great national leader. Shri Prabodh Chandra, Education Minister of the 
Panjab, who attended the function, garlanded the poets and honoured 
them with cash presents. 

9. Special Lectures—Three special lectures were arranged as 
under 

(1) Dr. Charles Brasch, a poet and literary critic of New Zealand, 
and editor of a literary magazine, namely, Landfall, delivered an infor- 
mative lecture on “Life and Culture in New Zealand”, on 18-11-1964. 

( 2 ) Dr. B. Ch. Chhabra, Joint Director-General of Archaeology 
in India, addressed the staff and students of the Institute on “Archaeology 
and Inscriptions” on 2L-2-65. The speaker drew pointed attention of the 
audience to the valuable work done during the post-Independence period 
at the newly excavated sites of Kalibangan, Rupar, Lothal and Meerut. 
A passing reference was also made by him to the rich material which yet 
remained to be tapped in the South and South-East Asian countries.

Japa Study Circle— This forum, which was set up year 
before last at the Chandigarh Sub-Office for holding discussions on 
linguistic, literary and cultural topics, continued meeting, regularly, 
during the year. 

13. Chhatra Parishad (Students' Association)— Besides the 
Declamation Contest mentioned above, this Association held during the 
year seven meetings in which students and the teaching staff participated.

APPENDIX IV 

Conditions for Integration 

1. The V. V. R. I., Hoshiarpur, be developed as the main centre of 
the University for development of Sanskrit and Indological Studies. 

2. For this purpose, the University should take up the responsibility 
of teaching, research, publication of research works and journals and 
maintenance of the library, which the Institute is doing at present. 

3. The V. V. R. I. will for this purpose give such annual contribution 
to the University as it may be able to spare. The rest of the expenditure 
both, for development and for maintenance, will be met by the University. 

4. The new Centre shall be called “Vishveshvaranand Institute of 
Sanskrit and Indological Studies.” 

5. The affairs of the Institute will be managed by a Board of Control 
consisting of the Vice-Chancellor as the Chairman, three members 
nominated by the Syndicate of the University and three members 
nominated by the Executive Board of V. V. R. I , Hoshiarpur. One of the 
members nominated by V. V. R. I. will be the Vice-Chairman. The Director 
of the Institute will be an ex-officio member of the Board of Control. 

6. Dr. Vishva Bandhu will be the Honorary Director of the Institute 
for his life time* All appointments in the New Centre including that of 
the Director, following Dr. Vishva Bandhu’s exit from the scene, would 
be made on the recommendation of the Board of Control mentioned in 
condition No. 5 above. 

7. The V. V. R. I. will immediately place at the disposal of the 
University about five acres of land to put up the building of the library, 
staff quarters and hostel and other projects necessary for the development 
of the Institute. The University will provide matching funds to earn 
U. G. C. grants for the aforementioned buildings. 

8. All the books, journals and manuscripts belonging to V. V. R. I. 
except those which belong to the D. A. V. College Society will be 
passed on to the Institute and the Library will be named 'Vishveshvaranand 
Library”. 

9. To make a beginning towards the setting-up of the Institute, the 
following staff from Chandigarh will be transferred 

(1) One Professor 
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(2) One Reader 

(3) One Lecturer 

(4) The entire staff in the traditional section of the Sanskrit 
Department except Shri Madan Mohan Sharma. The tradi- 
tional type of teaching will be shifted entirely to Hoshiarpur. 

10. The Institute will take over the services of all the staff employed 
by the V. V. R. L. Hoshiarpur, for the activities which the University will 
take over. Meanwhile, the V. V. R. I. will not make any new appoint- 
ments for these activities.

APPENDIX VII 
Citation 

Acharya Vishva Bandhu has to his credit something as remarkable 
as it is important : he took charge of a small institute with a big purpose, 
worked for its development with a singular devotion and succeeded in 
raising it to an international status. His whole life has been a glorious 
record of rare academic distinctions and achievements and a wonderful 
saga of dedicated perseverance. 

Acharya Vishva Bandhu passed his B. A; Hons. (Sanskrit), M. A. 
(Sanskrit) and Shastri Examinations of the Panjab University, Lahore 
(now in Pakistan) in 1917, 1919 and 1920, respectively, achieving First 
Class First position in all these examinations and breaking all previous 
records. He held a Research Fellowship at the said University during 
1921. He was offered in 1920 the only All-India scholarship which 
was awarded in those days by the Government of India to the Arts 
students for study abroad, but he declined it under the influence of the 
Non-cooperation Movement. 

In April 1921, he founded, under the auspices of the D. A. V. 
College Society, a Hindi-Sanskrit and Social Service Training College, 
namely, the Dayanand Brahma Mahavidyalaya, which awarded its own 
diplomas and degrees, recognised by the Panjab University. In January 
1924, he organised the present set-up of the Vishveshvaranand Vedic 
Research Institute and carried on the combined duties of the Principal 
of the Mahavidyalaya and the Director of the Institute till June, 1935, 
when he relinquished the charge of the Mahavidyalaya, and, in its 
place, assumed that of the Director of the D. A. V. College Research 
Department. 

Under his competent guidance, the V; V. Research Institute has 
>ne a yeoman’s service to the cause of Indological research, in general, 
d Sanskrit language and literature, in particular. The magnum opus 
~ the Institute, namely, the Vedic Word Concordance, which registers 
the vocabularies of about 500 Vedic and sub-Vedic texts, and contains 
critical commentary on etymology, morphology, accent, grammar, syntax 
and text-criticism of each entry as well as an elaborate methodological 
introduction, has been completed in 16 Volumes, running to 10,000 pages, 
wt, volumes, running to 5,000 pages, of the

scheme, which has been highly acclaimed in competent quarters, has 
definitely raised the intellectuel status of our country in the eyes of the 
Sanskritic scholars of the w T orld, and every Indian can well be proud of 
this singular achievement. 

Indifferent to and detached from the world of pleasure and plenty 
around, Acharya Vishva Bandhu has led a very restrained and regulated 
life, devoting maximum possible time to the ever urgent call of his desk. 
That is how he has managed to write out or critically edit, during the last 
four decades and a half, about 225 volumes, papers and articles on the 
Scientific and Cultural aspects of Indology, which have been published 
either in the six Research and Cultural Publication Series or in the three 
Journals of the Institute, ail being edited by him with distinction. 

His erudition has already been recognised by Universities and 
Governments. He has been working as Examiner for M. A., 
Ph.D., and D. Litt. Examinations of several Universities and has 
been a nominated member of the Senate of the Panjab University during 
the past sixteen years continuously. During the past three years, he has 
represented his Institute on the Senate of the Varanaseya Sanskrit 
University. He is an esteemed member of the ‘Samsad’ (Court) of our 
Kurukshetra University also. He was a member of the Government of 
India Sanskrit Commission and, also, of its Indology Committee during its 
entire term of over a decade (1953-64) and is now a member of the Central 
Sanskrit Board. He represented the Panjab Government on the Sahitya 
Akademi for a full decade. He was decorated by the French Government 
wfith their highest academic title, viz., ‘Officer d’ Academi’ in 1950. 

In appreciation and recognition of the enormous work which 
Acharya Vishva Bandhu has accomplished during the last forty-five years 
or so, it is now our proud privilege to confer upon Acharya Vishva Bandhu 
the highest academic degree of our University, viz., Doctor of Letters
